Disappears from Sight, IO Feet from One of His Com­ 
panions — Body Recovered About An Hour Later

T he body of a Philadelphia youth 
w as recovered from C urtis Lake, 
F alls Tow nship, this m orning by 
m em bers of the In terstate Marine 
Association. 
The victim. Edward 
O essner, 17, 1238 Friendship st., 
drowned shortly before midnight. 
Btate police and F ranklin Kirby, 
chief of F alls Tow nship police, are 
Investigating. 
Oessner. son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed­ 
w ard O essner, drowned when he 
and two buddies, Edw ard Dormer, 
21, 1338 VanKlrk street. P hils., and 
W alter McClinton, 20, 6738 Has- 
brook avenue, Phils, were swim ­ 
m ing in C urtis H ill Lake to cool 
off after work. 
According to Dorm er and McClin­ 
ton the three of them decided to 
go swimming. O essner worked until 
nine o’clock last evening a t a gas 
station at Cottm an and Castor ave* 
Phtla.. w here he was employed. The 
trio arrived a t the lake between IO 
and l l p. rn. They were playing 
around In the w ater for 15 or 20 
m inutes, when Oessner, who could 
not swim, dropped out of sight. 
Doth Dorm er and McClinton tried 
to find him but w ithout avail. 
T he boys called for help and . c n r> r> r\|x ir> 
o th ers around the lake aided in the J * 
search. Dorm er then got in the car 
and drove to the Langhorne State 
Police barracks w here he applied 
for help and told them th a t Cces­ 
s e r had drowned. The state police 
put the call In for the M arine Asso­ 
ciation. 
The association received 
the call a t 12 20 a. rn. and the body 
w as recovered at 1:15 a. in.

TWILIGHT OF AN EMPIRE 


Very few persons of the present generation realize 
how completely the British Empire has fallen apart and 
lost the position of world dominance it held so recently 
as the beginning of the Second World War. 
What Hitler didn’t do, State Socialism is finsihing. 
For hundreds of years, England was the great rival 
of whatever power arose on the continent of Europe. One 
by one she carved them down to size — Spain three cen­ 
turies and a half ago; France under Napoleon in the 
twenty-year conflict that witnessed the beginning of the 
Nineteenth Century; Germany in the First World War. 
Call it muddling if you wish, or statesmanship, or 
genius— England earned her world empire the hard way. 
It was no idle boast in the old days to sing that *’Britannia 
Rules the Waves,” or to comment that "The sun never 
sets on the British flag.” 
But there have been a Goetterdaemcrung. a sun-set 
of British destiny, a twilight for an Empire. 
Winston Churchill once said defiantly that he did not 
propose to preside at the dismemberment of the British 
Empire, and he did not do so, for the reason that the nation 
he had saved during the war fired him out of command as 
soon as the war was over. 
But the dismemberment and liquidation have pro­ 
ceeded apace. 
Like someone who slaughters his milk-cows for beef­ 
steaks, or chops down his fruit-trees for firewood, the once 
dynamic British economy has been raided for the world's 
greatest giveaway game — cradle-to-grave government 
checks for a population from which virtually nothing is 
demanded save that they vote for the Socialists. 
The time will come when mankind will look back 
upon this period and envy us our close view of one of 
history’s greatest spectacles — a Decline and Fall rivalling 
that of the Roman Empire in the first three centuries of 
the Christian era — a spectacle as engrossing and dra-

T w ilight of An Em pire 


Com tis aoS tram P a n e On* 
matte, and on an incalculably vaster scale, as the burning 
of a city, or the collapse of a huge bridge, or the sinking 
of an ocean liner. 
But those of the present seem unaware that anything 
out of the ordinary is going on. 
The profoundly significant change in the relative 
position of Great Britain to the rest of the world is little ' 
noticed. Nor is much attention paid to the fact that our 
harassed Uncle Sam, already nearly insolvent with his 
legacy of debts and incumbrances, is being saddled with 
huge new obligations almost daily, as England continues 
her slow retreat towards the Middle Ages. 
Even before the war was over, it became apparent 
that England no longer had the vitality to maintain her 
so-called “life-line”— the route through the Mediterranean 
and Suez Canal which bound her Empire together. 
Presently we had to step in and salvage Greece out of 
the Balkan family of nations which once turned to Eng­ 
land for their world leadership. 
Simultaneously the Labor Party socialists of England 
made their decision between continuing to carry the white 
man's burden in occupied Europe— and doling out spec­ 
tacles and toupees to the British voters. England withdrew 
most of her contributions to policing Europe, shortened 
down her expected contributions to the United Nations, 
turned her face inward and left it to us to perform the 
tasks thus abandoned. 
As to her Dominions, even in the midst of the War 
they indicated that the parting of the way was at hand. 
No longer are Canada and Australia and New Zealand 
the possessions of Great Britain, nor are they even her 
partners today. At best, they form a loose and unstable 
confederation of countries which may at any moment turn 
their backs upon each’other. 
By no process of magic could London enforce an 
order upon any of these, no matter how urgent the situa­ 
tion— if they chose not to obey voluntarily. As for eco­ 
nomics, all of them have made it pitifully and painfully 
clear that \hey look upon England as a drain and an en­ 
cumbrance, to be supported like a poor relation, but one 
who neither in spiritual nor financial matters is carrying 
her weight. 
Meanwhile India, that vast undeveloped source of 
untold wealth and possibly of world dominance has been 
allowed to cut loose and drift her own perilous way. Grad­ 
ually the Russian bear is encircling India, and beyond any 
shadow of a doubt infiltration goes on rapidly, and almost 
certainly the next decade will see India become Commu­ 
nist just as casually and inevitably as occurred during the 
past decade with China. 
The small respect with which England had come to 
be regarded in key spots around the globe is well illus­ 
trated in the contemptuous way in which Iran flouted the 
British protests over the expropriation of oil from this field 
so vitally and imperatively essential to England if she is 
to maintain even the sham of being an empire. 
Here again we have been tossed one more hot potato 
to juggle. Here again is illustrated the doubly disturbing 
effect of socialism in Great Britain upon our own econ­ 
omy; for once more, in addition to underwriting the costly 
socialist experiment in England itself, we find ourselves 
saddled as well with the cost of performing the services 
which a sound, solvent and self-reliant England would 
gladly undertake as her own proper responsibilities.
